Reform Urged by the President
In American Families.

PRESENT STATE NOT IDEAL

Musbands, Wives and Children Live.
Too Far Apart, He Bays—Declares
Wae Can Pattern From Forsigners
Hiz Family Club Idea Explained by
Becretary Leeb.

President Roosevelt, 1o khakl attire,
attended the garden party giveu on the
grounds of Joln Weekes, Jr., at Oyster
Day, N. Y., the other afterncon for the
beuelit of the Nassau hospital aod dur-
lng Lis stay remarked to o nuber of
men, women aud chlldren who had
cangreguted around hlm thot be de-
plored the conditions existing In Ater-
fean family life

He bad visited and enjoyed many
exhibita on the grounds and was then
escortd to n Bwediah and Norweglan
weaving Looth, decomated with red,
white and bive. e regarded the
weaved goods displayed there with in-
tent,

I bope
we have more of it."

‘When President Roosevelt was lnter-
viewed the next day he declined to
atate directly what ldeal elud and
bome conditions be In worklng for in
Americn as anpoutced In his Informal
talk nt Mra. John Weekes' ganden
party.

Late In the evenlng, however, Becre-
tary Loebl stated that be had become
fully econversant with the president’s
wishes niong the soclal line and be-
leved that ®t was one of the most
important pleces of work andertaken
by Mr, Roosevelt.

By stating that he bad been worklng
for a wocial condition in which entire

wounld belong to the same
“elits the presldect Is sald to have
meant that be had constantly advo-
cated such a condition and had shown
marked considerstion to organisations
made up of entire families.

The president helloves that the grow-
Ing divorce record and the constantly
tmcreasing extravagance in Ameriea
are daé to a growing indifference to
home life. He belleves that men and
thelr wivea are being eduented to have
absclutely diverse llnes of entertaln-
ment and that the condition can be
remedled by providing a soclety ays-
tem that will arrange better for thelr
mutual Interesta,

“The splendid socinl systema In Ger.
many, for Instance, or In Denmark or
Bweden, or the socletles among the
Jewinh people.” sald Mr. Loebh, “are
what the president hopes to see estnh-
lsbed here. Tle wisbes to see It made
popular for entire familles to take
thelr evening entertalnment together,
to sée places provided where they can
mweet other families amid enjoyalle
surroundings,

“The president has worked band
along this lne. Ile never han hesitnted
to go out of his way to address socle-
ties made op of men and women bLoth
and help them plan to extend thelr
work., Often he has glven such pocle
ties preference over much larger organ-
fzations composed slmply of men.

“Ilia yresent plans for a farmers’
commission ban this polnt chiefly In
view. By providing agreeable meet-
ing places fur the faullles In farming

aistricts, the president belleves, the
boys and girls will grow up to love
country life and not be so conktantly
drawn to the cltlen”

The president, It wos expinined, he-
Meves that the farmers' famiiles of the
country should comlilne, much as they
have combinel In Denmark, and pro-
vide themselves with many benefits In
A social way nover before thought of.
